CURES BY MIND. 


PSYCHO-ANALYSIS. 


NEW WAY WITH PAIN AND ALALADY. 


The cure of pain and malady 
by mind, not medicine, or what is 
known as psycho-therapy an‘ psycho- 
analysis, has come into its own at the 
British Medical Association. 


Professor Robertson, of Edinburgh, 
and Dr, Helen Boyle, of Brighton, 
were the chief figures in an criginal 
debate in the so-called psychiatry 
(study of mental diseases) section of 
the association to-day. 


The professor gave an example 
where wounds had been actually pro- 
duced as well as diseases cured b 
mere suggestion. In one case definite 
blisters were raised on a particular 
part of the body merely by sug- 
gestion, 


French doctors have even treited 
pnheumpnia by mental processes. By 
increasing the cheerfulness and hope- 
fulness of the patient the cure was 
materially assisted. But the cures 
dealt principally with what are called 
borderland cases, and chief among 
these melancholia in its many forms. 

Professor Robertsor, and otbers 
urged that doctors had*been made by 
their training much too material, and 
that they would do much more good 
by greater attention to moral and 
mental Cures, even if they threw many 
medicines into the sea. 

Apropos of this point, one doctor 
told me privately that he could make 
an absolute certainty of. curing sea- 
sickness merely by psychic means and 
the strengthening of the patient's 
will-power, 

CHANGE OF HOME. 


A detightful turn to this debate was 
given by Dr. Helen Boyle, who has a 
“borderland" hospital at Brighton 
and has lately been investigating 
mental cures ia the United States, She 
regarded unhappiness as among the 
principal diseases of humanity.“ [+ 
is not normal,” she said, “for 
aman oc woman to be unhappy for 
more than a short while, and it is 
one of the great needs of the times 
to ‘rub thisinto the public.’” She 
atked for special beds in the hospitals 
for unhappy persons, and such a 
complete absence of red tape that a 


doctor should be able to send the 
patient to the kinema, order a change 
of home or a temporary separation 
from a wife or husband, or what not. 

She quoted particular cases and 
indulged in one delightful dig at hus- 
bands who thought that if they gave 
their wives a nice little house and 
garden that was all a woman could 
desire. 

She gave one strictly medical piece 
of advice. Her. experience was that 
psychic treatment was not of much 
use if the patient was very much re- 
duced in weight. Increase the weight 
and psycho-therapy becomes easy and 
effective. 


STUFFY METHODS. 


Incidentally, and by way of illustra. 
tien of her view that present methods 
were too stulfy-and stereotyped, she 
argued that if she and her suppositi- 
tious husband drifted into a state of 
bad relationship she would not be 
able-to attempt a reconciliation with- 
out a change from the house where 
the alienation had grown up. 

' The vogue of psycho analysis was 
apparent even. in the exhibition of 
apparatus. Books on the subject, 
notably Bradby’s “Logic of the Un- 
conscious Mind,” sell like hot ‘cakes. 

The most interesting among ¢ e 
demonstrations wag the eating of a 
complete dinner, from soup to savoury, 
by an armless soldier through the 
agency of that most wonderfully 
jointed apparatus known as Thomp- 
son's machine worked by the foot. 
The picking up of the rpoon and the 
canveyance of the full spoonful to 
the mouth is a marvel of efficient 
neatnesa, It was exhibited by Sir 
James Cautlie, who spent most cf the’ 
mprning in urging the claim of , first- 
aid to be a specia pr: 
surgery, in explaining his scheme of 
an X-rays motor-smbulance.-service, 
and io discussing the value of ‘his 
own stretcher silps, a

TWO WOMEN KILLED. 


A coolie, his wife, daughter and 
fon, and a fokt-were asleep in an un- 
numbered hous2 in Saiwanhe, Shac- 
kiwan, on Saturday night, when the 
house suddealy collapsed about 4.30 
am. The roof fell into the living 
room and buried the coolie and his 
family. The cockloft on which the 
Sokt slept, was the only part of 
the house which was not affected! 
by the collapse. The foki dug 
the coolie out, and ‘between 
them they managed fo extricate the 
Tatter’s son. The three worked 
strenuously to rescue the other two 
members of the family, but were 
unable to shift the heavy stones 
which had fallen on them. Aid was 
summoned from the police station. 
The police, Sanitary Board and ceme- 
tery coolies worked hard for an hour 
removing the debris before they conld 
get out the women, who were already 
dead. Their badly crushed bodies 
were removed to the public mortuary. 

Another collapse was reported to 
have occurred in Sheklung village, 
Kowloon City, where the back por- 
tion of 2 farmer’s house collapsed at 
9 am., cn Saturday. Fortunately 
all the inmates were working in the 
fields at the time and no casualty 
resulted. The damage done was 
estimated at $100. The house is a 
very old one, and it is thought that 
it would be safer to pull all of it 
down. 

Another landslide occurred on 
Pokfulum Road last night, and as 
others seem probable, the road has 
been ciosed to traffic until further 
notice. Caclies working on the ald 
slide have been called aff the road as 
a precaution. ‘
